Every  year  something  new  has 
been  in  the  making.  Dr.  Bellavance  believes  that  the 
success  and  growth  of  SSU  is  due  to  support  and 
commitment  to  academic  excellence.  The  atmosphere 
is  devoted  to  learning,  now  more  than  ever.  The 
University  is  more  selective  and  standards  have  risen. 
The  quality  of  the  programs  have  met  the  needs  of  all 
students.  Students  are  motivated  and  ready  to  learn  as 
competition  rises.  A  key  to  our  success  is  the  wide 
variety  of  students.  We're  a  class  act! 

Salisbury  State  has  always  had  the  criteria  to  become 
a  University,  but  it  wasn't  until  1988  that  it  gained  the 
title  University.  Since  then  public  opinion  of  SSU  has 
risen.  SSU  is  one  of  the  only  state  institutions  to  have  a 


great  deal  of  private  donations  given  to  the  school. 
Endowments  have  been  received  from  Frank  Perdue, 
Richard  Henson  and  Charles  and  Martha  Fulton.  All  have 
resided  on  the  Eastern  Shore  all  of  their  lives  and  have 
found  a  winner  to  invest  in.  All  endowments  go  to 
scholarship  development,  speakers  and  to  other 
educational  related  necessities. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  and  added  to  the 
cultural  flavor  of  the  University.  The  number  of  cultural 
events  has  increased  tremendously.  We  now  have  two 
radio  stations,  WSCL  and  WSUR.  We  also  recently 
formed  a  symphony  orchestra,  which  people  have 
traveled  for  miles  to  see.  The  increase  in  cultural  events 
shows  the  University's  commitment  to  excellence. 

Dr.  Bellavance's  ten  years  have  made  a  mark  that  will 
be  remembered  by  all  as  a  Decade  of  Improvement. 
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Salisbury  State  has  grown  a  great  deal  and 
is  quickly  becoming  one  of  the  most  in- 
demand  schools  on  the  East  Coast.
